Farm Full of 
GI Equipment 

WAKE, Va., Oct. 20 (AP)— 
Military authorities have 
moved in on a 10-acre farm 
near here and recovered an 
impressive stockpile of milita- 
ry equipment. One arrest was 
t made. 

! The farm, located a quarter 
j! mile from the post office of 
, this Middlesex County com- 
munity near the Rappahan- 
i nock River, has been taken 
■ over by authorities after re- 
’ ports that a military stockpile 
had been building up there 
for a year. 

Neighbors said they did not 
become suspicious of the pres- 
ence of the equipment be- 
cause there was no attempt to 
hide it. Many said they 
thought it was part of a sur- 
plus military sales operation. 

Authorities have been truck- 
ing the goods away for the 
past few days but indications 
were yesterday they still have 
a long wtay to go. Located inj 


a corn field were cranes, a 
road grader, a truck, hundreds 
of boxes of cargo parachutes, 
about ten 55-gallon drums of 
lubricating oil and hydraulic 
fluid. 

The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation confirmed it was 
investigating alleged theft of 
military property from Ft. 
Eustis, an Army base 50 miles 
t south of here, but refused to 
say whether the investigation 
r was linked to occurrences at 
- the f arm. 

:- FBI officials said the assist- 
i ant quartermaster at the base, 
Joseph Fulton Stanley of 
5 Hampton, has been arrested 
:, and charged with “embezzling, 
r and stealing one white wreck- 
r er truck, property of the U.S 
1 Army.” 

County authorities said yes- 
terday the farm is owned by 
1 a Joseph F. Stanley, whose ad- 
. dress was the same as that 
1 listed for the Ft. Eustis quar- 
f termaster. County records 
; show the farm has changed 
t hands several times in the 
> past year. 

Soon after military officials 
- took charge of the farm, they 
• found a whisky still concealed 
■ beneath the farm’s chicken 
house.
